Torranre lout an opportunity to acquire in slightly used 
buses reasonably valued at $15,000 each at a cost of *5,!Wfl 
each when members of the City Council Indicated that they 
would not agree to a proposal submitted hy the Transportation 
subcommittee, of the Cltlzeni Committee for purchase of the 

equipment, seven of which would*
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have been sold immediately for 
$7.500 each.

Logan Cotton, Redondo Beach 
accountant who acts as Tor­ 
rance City Auditor, advised 
against the deal which would 
have permitted the city to carry 
on a needed expansion of the 
Torrance transportation system 
to include lines to all cities In 
Southwestern L.A. county, 

t At a conference previous to 
fthe meeting with Cotton, Coun­ 

ell members declared that they 
felt it would be a "good deal" 
for the city to buy the buses, 
big Macks like those In service 
in Los Angeles, which have been 
In "moth balls" since 1941. They 
are In Honolulu and were taken 
out of service and stored at the 
outbreak of the war.

However, agents said they 
would have to withdraw the of­ 
fer and sell the buses else­ 
where since the Council failed 
to agree last Wednesday to 
take an option on the equip­ 
ment.

They could have been had 
without obligating the general 
fund. It wa* said, hut Cotton 
told the Counell "It cannot 
consider anticipated net reve­ 
nue from the Bun department 
In ronilderlng the obligation 
to the General fund."

Asked by a committee mem­ 
ber If that meant that court 
flnew, building permit fees and 
other Income from depart- 

. ments could he so considered. 
Cotton replied that they could 

^ not. He further declared he 
W wa* not wo certain the Coun­ 

cil could obligate the City In 
the matter even If the Gen­ 
eral fund can stand It. 
Committee members contendet 

'that the City had considered 
anticipated revenue from th 
Bus departments and other di 
partments In the past.i and de 
clared It was "just like taxes.' 
but Cotton would not b 
swayed, and his attltud 
changed the minds of the Coun 
oil members who formerly had 
thought the deal a good one.

POPULATION OF 15,673

The population of Torrance on Jan. I, 1948, will be 15,673, 
according to the estimate of the Regional Planning Com­ 
mission of UM Angeles County In a report received last week 
hy Maine Walker, executive secretary of the Torrance Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. *        ~  ._.  

The increase of 6,523 over the 
official United States census of 
1940 which showed the popu 
latlon to be 9,950 represents a 
56 per cent growth In the seven 
year period. There was also a 
16 per cent Increase of 2,513 
over the U. S. census bureau 
estimate as of February, 1947.

The Increase In dwelling units 
during the last seven years here 
was estimated at 1,612, from 
3,155 units In 1940 to 4,767 aa
of October, 1947, a growth of 

.£3 per cent.
P T h l s Increase In dwelling* 
does not take Into consideration 
the more than 1000 units now 
under construction In Torrance 
which will be occupied during 
1948 nor the many units which 
ar* planned.

Population of Los Angeles 
will total 1,939,6117 by next Jan 
uary, according to the estimate 
This was an Increase of 18,37! 
over the Oct. 1 estimate, 61.841 
higher than a year ago, am 
436,380 above the 1940 federa 
census.

Total County population by 
1948, will reach 3,908,477, the 
report said, as compared with 
2,785,663 seven years ago. Un 
incorporated county territory 
had a population of 444,741 1 
1940, and commission statli 
tlclans figure there will be 732 
206 persons on hand by th 
first of next month.

All cities in the county had 
  population of 2,340,902 In 1B40 

next year this figure wi 
3,176,271, the commission r« 

orted.

the commlailon counted 613,660 
dwelling units In Lo* Angel*.
